Unless the German film industry is 
absorbed or extirpated we may look 
forward to a post-war series of ap- 
parently innocuous little comedies 
dedicated to the theory that while 
Hitler, the fool, may have lost the 
war, Germany and the German peo- 
ple were 
and that Der Tag is yet to come. It 
is impossible to draw a line of de- 
marcation between the German 
munitions industry, which manufac- 
tures weapons of war, and the Ger- 
man film industry, which manufac- 
tures weapons of propaganda. They 
must, for the future safety of the 
world, be treated in exactly the 
same manner, 

A detailed and comprehensive 
plan for the control of films in Ger- 
many must be worked out. It must 
cover all foreseeable contingencies. 
Otherwise, Nazi film capital might 
seek sanctuary in some friendly 
land, such as Spain or Argentina, 
and there set up shop again. Or it 
might infiltrate into neighboring 
countries, such as Sweden, and there 
gradually take over film control by 
dint of superior skill, knowledge or 
overwhelming financial pressure. 

Some sort of international control 
board obviously will have to be set 
up and given wide powers. Under 
its authority, the various film com- 
panies of England, France, Russia 
and the United States could readily 
establish branch studios in Germany 
or the satellite nations, They could 
use. production facilities of their 
own importation in addition to what- 
ever plants were usable in the Nazi- 
fied countries. These films would be 
supplemented by imported produc- 
tions approved by the international 
control board. The companies oper- 
ating within Germany would be sub- 
ject automatically to the’ restrictions 
of their own countries and the limi- 
tations set up by the international 
group. 

The proposals here are naturally 
Outlined only in their broadest 
— The details must be filled in

Metro, for instance, now has a pol- 
icy of year-round sponsorship of 
stanzas on independent and network 
stations throughout the country, plus 
added expenditures for spot 
nouncements at expedient intervals.

Florida also has 
a balcony overlooking the terp space 
from three sides. Decor is neat and 
plain, which is about all that can 
be said for it. 

“B” for Blue Moon 

Filling the front tables in the bar- 
room are the “B-girls,” as they are 
known to the customers. “B” stands 
for “Blue Moon,” which is the drink 
they order from the waiter in Span- 
ish before their innocent patron can 
get a word out. A “Blue Moon” is 
not, as most people think, merely 
colored water. Each one is guar- 
anteed to have at least two drops 
of a raw brandy in it that gives ita 
rough but alcoholic taste. Hundreds 
of them are made up early in the

| ordered a Blue Moon. 

Both the Copa and Florida stage 
| lengthy and tired floor shows, consist- 
ing almost entirely of femme war- 
biers and terpers. They seem to go 
| on interminably, with no one paying 
much attention. Surprisingly, the 
shows are strictly on the sedate side 
as far as flesh display goes. On that 
same score it might be said that the 
management frowns on any over- 
heavy public necking by patrons 
and “B-girls”’ and the gals do a lot 
of fast sparring to keep themselves 
“pure.” On the other hand, any ar- 
rangement a customer makes with 
his Latino partner for cementing 
Inter-American solidarity after the 
joints shutter at 2 a.m. is, of course, 
strictly on his own. 

A popular trick with the gals, 
when a guy reneges on more Blue 
Moons after buying maybe 25 or 30 
of them, is to whisper in his ear 
something about just a few more, 
then it will be 2 o'clock and you'll 
take me home and we'll have fun, 
huh? That line is strictly sucker bait. 
There are too many back exits which 
a gal may use—if she chooses—after 
she has changed her clothes prepara- 
tory to going home. 

As for the other department of 
Colon’s pleasure-catering, it's just 
about as open as the hookwork in 
the niteries. Gals” doit voiiner “io 
walk the streets or employ pitchmen. 
On one avenue, their bedrooms face 
the street (up one step and save 
nothing) and when there isn't a 
customer the double doors are open 
and the fact is plain to see. La belle 
sits on a chair in the doorway. On 
a real hot night she might move 
her chair to the sidewalk. 

Of these proceedings the Army 
and Navy wisely take a liberal view. 
They recognize that any attempt to 
force the Panamanian government to 
clamp down would merely drive the 
business underground. That means 
the servicemen would be forced to 
go to taxi drivers and others for ad- 
dresses. Result is that they would 
get driven out into the country 
somewhere and frequently be rolled 
and beaten. Gals likewise would be 
forced into poor, unclean quarters. 

Instead, the section of Colon given 
over to the joy-girls is heavily pa- 
trolled by U. S. Military Police, and 
Shore Patrol, es well as native 
Panamanian cops. Effect is of an 
orderly, leisurely and well-scrubbed 
“shopping” district. MPs and SPs 
have plenty of conveniently-located 
Marias and when a_ serviceman 
comes into the area, having had a 
little too much to be fully cognizant 
of his actions, he’s immediately 
picked up and sent to his ship or the 
MP or SP stations for safekeeping. 
No charge is lodged against him and 
as soon as he is fit to make his own 
way he’s released. For more than 


two years the method has worked 
perfectly.

After it notified 16 radio church pro- 
grams (all of the so-called Gospel 
or Fundamentalist groups) that it 
was cancelling their contracts effec- 
tive yesterday (2), several of them 
(Young People’s Church of the Air, 
Inc.; Word of Life Fellowship, Inc.; 
Wiley Mission, Inc., etc.) petitioned 
FCC to force WPEN to continue their 
contracts. Later, William S. Bennett, 
attorney for the grcup, filed a sup- 
plement in which he charged that the 
Bulletin, when it. applied to purchase 
WPEN, wilfully withheld from FCC 
the information that it planned to 
cancel these programs. 

Asks Consent Cancelation 

“The Commission was deceived to 
such an extent,” stated Bennett, “as 
to warrant it in cancelling its con- 
sent already given” for the sale of 
the property from Bulova to the Bul- 
letin. In its reply filed Saturday (31), 
WPEN declared a survey showed that 
21.1% of its air time, or 28 of its 121 
hours of weekly broadcasts, had been 
going to religious programs, the bulk 
of them sponsored, It said it was car- 
rying more than a “reasonable” shure 
of the religious programs in the Phil- 
adelphia area. It charged that the 
Fundamentalist group had “a near 
monopoly” of religious air time. On 
Sundays, for example, from 7:30 a.m 
to 11 p.m., the entire time of the sta- 
tion was given over to commercial | 
religious programs. 

“The effect of this use of substan- 
tially all of the station’s broadcast 
time every Sunday,” said the reply, 
“completely excluded any opportuni- |

These figures were compiled 
| Crossley Inc January, for WOR, 
Mutual’s New York outlet, and an- 
| nounced last week by the station’s 


president, Theodore C. Streibert 
According to Streibert, the survey 
outfit deliberately phrased its ques- 
tion so as to bring out the maximum 
reaction against commercial plugs. 
A total of 5.847 men and women of 
all income groups in New York City, 
the two adjoining counties of West- 
chester and Nassau, and across the 
Hudson River in northern New Jer- 
sey, were asked: “Do you object to 


advertising on news program?” 
Most of those questioned were 


women, totaling 4,914. The femmes 
brought a score of 67% without ob- 
jection to the plugs, 32% who didn’t 
like the commercials on news pro- 
grams, and 1% without opinion. 

The men divided equally, 48.4% 
having no objections, 48.7% object- 
ing, and 2.9% having no opinion. 

Streitbert pointed out, in announc- 
ing the results, that “favorable re- 
action on the part of women weighs 
heavily, because of their numerically 
dominant position in the radio au- 
dience. Women have always been, 
and probably will continue to be, 
the greatest and most consistent. 
radio listeners in the average family. 
In view of this fact, any estimate of 
public reaction to news commercials 
should be tempered by what the ma- 
jority of American women inter- 
viewed think.” 

Statement on Policy 

Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment of the figures resulting from 
the survey, WOR issued “a statement 
on commercial policy,” which reads 
as follows: 

“WOR believes that radio advertis- 
ing, when properly conceived and 
| executed, constitutes a real service 
to the radio audience. When, how- 
ever, the methods used irrititate the 
listener and cast doubt on the au- 
thenticity of the claims made, all 
advertising and all radio suffer a 
loss of acceptance, and the radio au- 
dience is thereby led to distrust 
much that is true and useful. 

“WOR will, therefore, not accept 
advertising that is exaggerated, un- 
natural or over-stylized, either in 
content or presentation, and will dis- 
continue any advertising which »be- 
comes, for any reason whatsoever, a 
source of irritation to listeners. 

“The application of this policy 
does not forecast the indiscriminate 
elimination of any practice, such as 
middle commercials in news, re- 
corded spot announcements or sing- 
ing jingles. It does mean that these 
and all other advertising nractices 
must conform to the general prin- 
ciples set forth above. None of these 
practices is objectionable in itself. 
Each has, in certain cases, caused 
much irritation and justified com- 
plaint. It is the exaggerated and 
harmful use of these devices that 
WOR will control in the interests of 
| both its advertisers and its listeners.”

ERE at the Blue Network we’ve made some 
H interesting progress recently in one spe- 
cific phase of this radio business. We seem to 
have been able to influence more and more 
people to hear the shows our advertisers are 
putting on. 


It started a few months back. We had some 
new ideas we wanted to try. From the experi- 
ence many of us had in selling products, we 
thought it might be well to approach the sell- 
ing of entertainment the same way. So we be- 
lieve we’ve added some new thinking to sound 
promotion effort. 








In place of routine promotions, we set out 
on Planned Promotions. We coordinated the 
efforts of our 196 stations the way a manufac- 
turer coordinates dealer: effort. 

It was obvious that the impact of 196 sta- 
tions, working with agencies and advertisers, 
would deliver many more listeners to the Blue. 


The Sunday Night Promotion 


First—we charted a Sunday-night-on-the- 
Blue promotion. It was only an experiment. 
Nobody knew how it would come out. 

The individual stations took the plan, en- 
hanced it with their own ideas and their own 
enthusiasm, and here’s what happened: 

6,800,000 more families were attracted to the 
Blue on Sunday night. . . this in spite of well- 
organized previous promotions by the two other 
major networks. 


The Morning Promotion 


Well, it worked once. So it was tried again. 
Next came the Morning Promotion. Head- 
quarters formulated the Plan. 196 stations put 
it into effect. The results? 


In the first two weeks we added 13,976,320 
additional impressions per week to our morn- 
ing audience!
